niversary of the civil war.

Great Britain stood her ground 
doggedly against the axis powers’ 
war of nerves and aerial bombard- 
ment in Europe today and struggl- | 
ed to reduce the dangers of conflict 

with Japan in the Far East. 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 


told an angry house of commons | 


that Britain’s acceptance of Jap- 
aneSe demands for cutting off war 
materitls to China merely was for 
a three-month period, in which the 
government would be ready to aid 
search for a just and equitable 
peace in the Orient. 

So far as has been indicated at 
Tokyo, the Japanese government 
being formed by Premier Prince 
Fumimari Konoye intends to push 
ahead with a program of expansion 
and of elimination of foreign in- 
fluence in the Far East, but Chur- 
chill pointed out that Britain must 
consider—in seeking to improve re- 
lations with Japan—that she is en- 
gaged in a life-or-death war in Eu- 
rope.
